CAN OF POWDER EXPLODED. 


Morton Bolen May Die From a Gash 
in His Throat. 

One of the serious injuries incldent to the 
day was that inflicted upon little Morton 
Bolcn, aged 14, of 65 Montrose avenue. 

Morton had a tin can full of gunpowder 


which he was using to load and shoot a 
toy cannon. By some means a spark fell 
into the can, causing a terrific explosion. 

The can struck the boy in the throat, cut- 
ting a deep gash from which blood flowed 
freely. An ambulance was summoned, but 
the boy could not be removed from his 
home and the physicians say he will prob- 
ably die. 


GORNELIUS MILLS BURNED. 


Fire at Sixth and Biddle Called Out 
Three Alarms and Did $340,000 
Worth of Damage. 


Policeman Glynn, at 12:3) Tuesday, dis- 
covered emoke coming from the third story 
window of the building at 1119 and 1121 North 
Sixth street, occupied by the Cornelius Mill 


Co. and the Crescent Belting Co.

Before the department arrived the 
flames had spread from the third to the 
second floor, and before it could be fought 
effectively it descended to the first floor.

John Cornélius is president of the Cor- 
nelius Mill Co, Both firms were closed 
down for the day and nobody was on the 
premises. The amount of insurance could 
not be ascertained. The origin of the fire 
is not explained.

He 
found in an old trvunk,~however, notes to 
his wife, some signed “Robert Albert’ and 
some “Ju. ‘IT. Maffett.”” They were all in 
the same handwriting. In them the love of 
the writer for Mrs. Caskie was expressed. 

These notes jndicated that Mrs. Caskie 
had been corresponding with the writer. 

Caskie notified the police of the absence 
of his wife and also started on the track of 
Robert Albert, whem he kncws. 

He found that Albert had been in [§8t. 
Louis the week before but left for New 
Orleans Saturday. ; 

No trace of Mrs. Ceskie could be found 
and no information eog@ld be gathered ‘as 
to whether Albert was: in communication 
with her while he was in the city. 

Edward Caskie was:married to Nellie 
Marsh at Cape Girardeau eight years ago 
and as far as can be learned from friends 
and relatives of the contracting parties, 
everything has moved smoothly since.

BRAZOS WATERS 
STILL RISING 


Wires to Dewey Station Lost 
and Much Fear Felt. 


GREAT DAMAGE WAS PREDICTED 


LAST DISPATCH SAID, LOSS OF 
LIFE WAS CERTAIN. 


Weather Again Threatening in Vicin- 
ity of Calvert, Where the Distress 
and Loss Is Already In- 
déscribable. | re

DALLAS, Tex., July 4.—12:30.—All wire 
communication thas been lost with Dewey 
Station. It is believed the Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas bridge over the Brazos at that 
point is gone and that with it there has been 
an immense loss of other property. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DAILLAS, Tex., July 4.—(Noon.)—A bul- 
letin from Dewey station on the Missouri. 
Kansas and Texas Railway, midway be- 
tween Calvert and Houston, says: “’There 


has been great destruction to general prop- 
erty in this vicinity. Some lives have surely 
been lost in country districts. The Brazds 
River has been rising rapidly since yes- 
terday. Waiter is now up to the stringers 
of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas bridge, 
a large and costly steel structure. Three 
m‘les of railroad track has gone since last 
midnight. If a drift comes down the river 
the bridge is sure to go, and a drift is con- 
Sidered certain. Water is within less than 
two feet of telegraph wires and higher 
than ever known before.” 


DALLAS, Tex., July 4.—The weather 1s 
“again threatening in the vicinity of Cal- 
vert, and there is terror over the pros- 
pect of addition to the waters which still 
cover everything for) 20 miles on each side 
of the town. The first mail for a week 
yesterday reached Calvert on a Houston & 
Texas Central locomotive, 
through 20 miles of 'water. 
The distress is indescribable. Everybody's 


crops are ruined, thousands of head of live 
stock drowned and general farm and plan- 
tation property either totally wrecked or 
partiaily destroyed. It will cost Robertson 
County more than $100,000 to repair the pub- 
lic roads and bridges; it will cost the rail- 
road companies five times as much to re- 
pair their lines, and the farm and planta- 
tion lesses will swell the total. beyond the 
million-dollar mark. 

Twelve dead negroes have been found 
in and near the city. More than 30 are 
missing in the County districts. 

Mr. and Mrs. Aldridge and child and a 
Miss May, who were clinging tn the tops 
f trees, were yesterday rescued in- the 

earne Bottoms, They were nearly dead 
from exhaustion and lack of food. The oth- 
er white families have taken to places of 
safety on high ground. 

Provisions have been sent from Calver. 
on rafts to carry food to the hundreds 
of refugees camping on the higher pieces 
of land in the miles of submerged coun- 


try. ; 

All the convicts who were working in the 
Calvert coal mines were rescued from the 
top stories of the buildings at the mining 
camps. 

The flood danger in the Brazos appears 
to be the most threatening in the vicinity 
of Sealey, about 100 miles below Calvert. 
The river at and around Sealey has been 
on a tremendous riée. 


TO SAVE A WOMAN'S LIFE. 


Why “Big Ben,’’ the Bell on the Brit- 
ish House of Commons, Was Si- 
lent for a Night.

LONDON, July 4.—Had the tower of the 
House of Commons disappeared during the 
night London would not have been more 
surprised than it was when “Big Ben,”’ the 
tremendous bell in the tower, was silent 
from 10 o'clock on Saturday night to 8 
o’clock on Sunday morning. 

And “Big Ben’’ was silenced for ten hours 
out of consideration for an American wom- 
an, the wife of William George Cavendish- 
Bentinck, who was Dlizabeth Livingston 
of New York. 

Mr. Bentinck’s residence is No, 5 Rich- 
mond Terrace, a delightful house to the 
right of White Hall. 

There on Friday the surgeons performed a 
very serious operation on Mrs, Bentinck, 
which was successful, and from the ef- 
fects of which she is now recovering. 

but on Saturday Mrs. Bentinck’s condi- 
tion was extremely critical. Her surgeons 
feared the worst should she not sleep well 
on Saturday night. The very air in her sick 
room vibrated when “Big Ben,” near by, 
tolled the hours, and its deep sound racked 
her nerves, almost at utmost tension. 

So Mr. Bentinck sent a message to the 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the House of Com- 
mons—of which he was for some time @ 
member—asking him to silence the bell. 

‘“Bise the sound of the belli mee § cause 
my wife’s death,’’ wrote Mr. Bentinck.

(The Magnitude of the Conspiracy 
Which Disgraced and Made Him 
an Exile Seems to Appall 
Him. 


These portraits represent Mme. Lucie Dreyfus. 
the devoted wife of Capt. Alfred Dreyfus, and her 
twe children. -They are copied from prints in the 
Ladies’ Pictorial Journal of London, and are the 
first rtraits of Capt. Dreyfus’ family that 
have been published from photographs. The exile 
will hardly recognize his children when the familr 
is reunited. The little girl, who is now 6 years 
old, was a baby in arms when her father was sevt 
to his solitary prison. His son, who was-at that 
time only 2 years old, is now more than twice as 
big as be was in 1804. Mme. Dreyfus is not yet 
80. and has been married to the once Drilliant 
artillery officer only about seven years. She is 
the daughter of a wealihy Jew, and has been and 
is now the idol of her father and brothers. The 
terrible ordeal she bas passed through bas robbed 
her of much of her beauty, but she is still most 
attractive. She has taken a cottage at Rennes 
in which she and her children will live during the 
Second trial of her husband.

JEFFERSON BARRACKS, 


OUTLINED IMPROVEMENTS. 


The President Referred His Visitors to 
the Secretary of War—Appropria- 
tions Are Asked. 


Congressmen Pearce and Joy have 
brought to the attentiog of the War De- 
partment the promise made by President 
MoKinley a year ago that Jefferson Bar- 
racks would be made a brigade post. 

The President granted the Congressmen 
an audience Monday and listened to their 
plans of improvement as narrated by Major 
Pearce. Mr. McKinley expressed some 
doubt whether it would be wise to expend a 
large sum for improvements at the Bar- 
racks when, owing.to the trouble in the 
Philippines, it was not likely that~ there 
would be any considerable body of soldiers 
quartered there for some time. 

Maj. Pearce responded promptly thaf the 
experience of the troops at ‘Montauk Point 
last summer demonstrated that the time 
to prepare for the proper care-of soldiers 
was before they arrived at a post. 

The President id this was unquestion- 
ably true and si ested that the St. Louis 
Congressmen see Secretary Alger and ex- 
plain the proposed plans to him. 

Secretary Alger gave them an audience of 
half an hour. ‘He seemed impressed by the 
arguments and said he would consider the 
matter carefully. He encouraged them to 
think that St. Louis might get from _ $80,000 
to $100,000 out of the appropriation of $750,- 
000 made for the improvement and mainte- 
nance of the army posts of the country.

But littie by little he is beginning 
to grasp the thread of its history and as 
his mind becomes ciearer by association 
with his wife and the suggestions of his 
counsel, he will, before the new trial be- 
Kins, have mastered the details of the plot 
which made him an exile from France and 
moved the whole werid to pity. 

The announcement of Col. Henry’s sui- 
cide seemed to fill him with astonishment. 
He said there never was any animosity, 
that he was aware of, between himseif and 
Col. Henry. ol. Picquart’s roie seemed al- 
most incomprehensible. Mme. Dreyfus ex- 

lained Col. Picquurt’s part a great 
ength, but the prisci.er seemed to scarcely 
understand it all..He understood Lieut.-Col. 
Du Paty de Clam'’s maneuvers better, and 
his arrestation, regerding wlich he made 
a short, dry remark much to the point. He 
said he understood that his lawyers will 
undertake the discussion of his case with 
him only by degrees, allowing the inside 
history of the whole affair to develop slowly 
in his mind so no confusion muy arise. 

It is predicted that fully 10,000 strangers— 
ersons from all parts of the world—wil! be 
n Rennes when the trial begins. All spare 
and vacant rooms in the hotels and apart- 
ments are rented. 

Ex-President Casimir-Perier has rented a 
handsome apartment for his stay at Rennes 
during the trial. MM. Zola and Clemenceau 
and other distinguished men have also en- 
gaged quarters. 

To-day it is stated that unless the au- 
thorities should direct a preliminary in- 
guiry or the examination of Capt. Dreyfus, 
Maj. Carriere, the Government Commis. 
sioner, charged with the preparation of the 
case against the prisoner, will merely draw 
up a report which will be presented to the 
court-martial. 

Dreyfus’ memoirs, which ‘he wrote on 
Devil's Isiand, were left there, but they will 
be forwarded to the Government with his 
other effects. 

There is a good deal of comment upon a 
epeech made by Paul Déroulede, founder of 
the Leagugof Patriots, and long known as 
one of the most violent opponents of revis- 
fon. M. Deroulede said, in substance, that 
if Dreyfus should be found innocent by the 
new court-martial, no punishment would 
De sufficiently heavy, no pillory sufficiently 
infamous, for all the Ministers, civil or mil- 
itary, who were responsible for his convic- 
tion, ‘“‘and no honors high enough for the 
martyr and victim.”’ 

Maitre Labori paid another visit to Capt. 
Dreyfus at 10 o'clock this morning, remain- 
ing with him until noon. The lawyer 
found the prisoner to be in better spirits 
than yesterday and in the resistance Drey- 
fus has shown to the frightful blow he 
euffered in the judgment of the court-mar- 
tial and his terrible experience #n Devil's 
Island, combined with his marvelous recu- 
peration of pags-cai and mental strength 
since he left ayenne Maitre Labori saw 
the strongest proofs of his Innocence. 

Counsel was almost joyful in appearance 
on leaving the military prison to-day, and 
beyond doubt his interviews with Dreyfus 
have given him the most favorable impres- 
gion respecting the outcome of the court- 
martial.

The improvement most urgently needed 
at the Barracks, in Major Pearce’s opinion, 
is the construction of a big sewer through 
the center vf the parade grounds in the 
depression between the old barrack rooms 
and the officers’ quarters. The present 
sewerige system is a menace to health 
because the pipe which carries the sewage 
is so small that some of the sewage is 
backed up in the pipes connected with the 
officers’ quarters, thus occasioning sewer 

as. The plan is to have the new and 
large sewer main empty into the Mississippi 
at a point below the Barracks. A. separate 
sewer is wanted for the stables. 

Another proposition was for a filter, so 
that all the water used for drinking and 
cooking purposes at the Barracks could be 
filtered. The estimated cost of this filter is 
$3000. At the present time light at the 
Barracks is supplied by means of candles. 
coal oil and gasoline lamps. It is desired 
that this system be supplanted by an elec- 
tric light plant. The estimate for the con- 
Struction of an electric light plant whieh 
would answer all the purposes of the Bar- 
racks was $11.00. It was demonstrated 
that the cost of lighting the Barracks at 
present is three times what the interest 
on $11,000 would be. 

An administation building and a quarter- 
master’s store were also recommended. 
The plan is to have them both under 


stores for the Barracks often times runs 
as high as $20,000 a week, and there is no 
proper storage room for these supplies. 
The proposed building would cost $30,000. 
It was also proposed that the old baracks 
near the officers’ quarters be torn down 
and replaced by a modern structure to cost 
$25,000. The old barracks are unsanitary. 

GQne of Major Pearce’s pet schemes is to 
hage the 250 acres of the reservation south 
of’the Barracks that is now a wilderness 
converted into a drill ground. He does not 
think it should be entirely cleared and 
made level, it being his idea to form a 
drill ground as nearly as possible like the 
sof of country soldiers have to maneuver 
in in war. he present parade ground 
would be maintained for dress drills. 

In- addition to these improvements the 
Congressman outlined a plan for. a public 
park on the reservation. Major Pearce 
stated that he was endeavoring to raise 
$2000 to have a. complete topographical sur- 
vey made of the reservation with a yiew 
to getting up a definite scheme of improve- 
ment to be carried out by continuing 
contracts.

The ceremony began 
with a chorus singing Mendelssohn's ‘How 
Lovely Are the Messengers That Bring Us 
Good Tidings of Peace,” after which A. P. 
C. Van Karnebeck, the former Foreign Min- 
ister and head of the Dutch delegation to the 
Peace Conference, who presided at to-day’s 
ceremony, briefly outlined its nature. He 
said: 

‘‘Nowhere has the Peace Conference met 
with heartier sympathy than in the United 
States. and it is u token of this feeling and 
acknowledgment of the reception of the 
conference by the Netherlands tliat the 
American delegates, in the name of their 
Government, desire to pay tribute to the 
memory of Hugo Grotius. In order to give 
this additional significance they have 
chosen for its accomplishment their great 
national feast day.’’ 

After the national hymn of the Nether- 
lands had been sung Andrew D. White, the 
United States Ambassador to Germany and 
head of the American delegation to the 
Peace Conference, in a long, scholarly ad- 
dress, paid an elegant tribute to Grotius, 
‘to carry out whose ideas are assembled 
delegates from adl nations. 

Mr. White said: ‘‘I feel that my own coun- 
try unites, not only expresses her grati- 
tude, but in that of the civilized world. 

After tracing Grotius’ work and the ef- 
fect of his ideas, Mr. White said: ‘‘From 
this tomb of Grotius I seem to hear a mes- 
sage to go on with the work of strengthen- 
ing peace and humanizing war and, above 
all, to give the world at least a beginning 
of an effective, practical scheme of arbitra- 
tion.”’ 

At the end of his address, Mr. White laid 
on the tomb of Grotius, in behalf of his col- 
leagues, a wreath of silver oak and laurel 
leaves, bearing the inscription: 


t 
‘‘To the memory of Hugo Grotius on the 
Occasion of the Peaee Conference at The 
Hague, In Reverence and Gratitude From 
the United States.”’ 


The wreath was three feet in diameter 
and was in a big beach case ornamented 
with silver, bearing the inscription: 


‘To the Government of The Nether- 
lands-from the United States, on the Oc- 
casion of the Conference, 1899.’’ 


The names of the delegates to the peace 
conference follow. The address of accept- 


President of the Ministerial Council of 
the Netherlands. 

President Seth (Low of Columbia Univer- 
sity, and a delegate to the conference, in 
returning thanks, said: 

‘‘We do not ake light of what we owe 
to England, bit we gladly admit that we 
owe in a large/ measure to the Dutch many 
of the things Which we count as most pre- 
cious in our heritage.”’ r 

The ceremony concluded with the singing 
of ‘“‘The Star-Spangled Banner.”

IMAYBE'TWAS MURDER 


C. LAESSIG’S RELATIVES THINK 
HIGHWAYMEN KILED _ 


POLICE WAITING ON CORONER. 


They Say It Is That Official’s Business 
to Ascertain If the Dead Man 
Was Shot. 


‘When the inquest is held over the hody of 
C. Laessig at 10 o’clock Wednesday morning 
it is not beyond the range of possibilities 
that the police may have another myster- 
ious murder case to unravel. 

The fact of Laessig’s death was related in 
the Post-Dispatch Monday. His body was 
found on Sunday night on the tracks of 
the Frisco railroad, between Aride and 
Clifton Heights. The head had been |cut off 
by the train and the.body was terribly 
mangled. | 

Dr. Drechsler, the chief deputy coroner, 
examined the body Monday, but no autopsy 
has been held and it is not probable that 


one will be. In Laessig’s head was found a 
wound that the doctor said might have been 
caused by a bullet. At first it appeared 
that there were powder burns around the 
wound, by Dr. Drechsler says this may have 
been grease from the car wheels. 

The police accepted the suicide |theory 
from the fact that a revolver with one 
empty chamber was found by Locssig''s side, 
They also point to the fact that if j

There is no motive apparent for suicide.

It is 
true he was overcome by the heat once and 
in exceptionally warm weather he sufferei 
some, but such attacks were seldom and 
were resdily controlled. 

The police are doing nothing in the case. 
When asked about it they said it was the 
coroner's jury to show that the man 
came to his deatlr from a bullet wound 
if such was the case. The police criticise 
the coroner for not having ordered an 
autopsy if it were thought that a} bullet 
wound caused Laceng 8 death. 

It is reported that Mr. Laessig was at- 
tacked by a highwayman a year $g0 at 
aimost the same point where death over- 
took him. This, it is claimed, forms a 
hasis for the theory that he was slain by 
robbers and his body thrown on the ralil- 
road track in order that evidence of the 
crime might be destroyed.

Sheriff Melson, satisfied 
that Judge Jennings had no jurisdiction, 
Set to work to have the proceedings dis- 
missed. In company with Prosecuting At- 
torney L. G. Pittman he went before Dis- 
trict Judge Burroughs in Oklahoma City 
and it was that gentleman's opinion that 
the Probate Judge had no jurisdiction in 
the case. To decide this the case was to 
come up at 10 o'clock this morning. 

On Saturday night Sheriff William Trous- 
dale, supposedly on the advice of-the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney of Pottawatomie County 
and the District Judge, decided to sur- 
render Jester to Sheriff Melson. He did 
So and accompanied the Sheriff and his 
prisoner to Oklahoma City. Great secrecy 
was necessary in bringing the prisoner 
here as there is a certain lawless class in 
the territory which did not want the Mis- 
souri officer to get his man. Two Sheriffs. 
a Deputy Sheriff and the prisoner left 
Tecumseh at 1 o'clock Saturday night and 
drove five miles to Shawnee, where they 
took a special train to Oklahoma City. 
From there the tip’ was made over the 
Santa Fe ta Kansas City and then to this 
city over the Wabash. Deputy Sheriff How- 
ard Smith came here with Sheriff Medison. 

Sheriff Melson says that the more intelli- 
gent people of Oklahoma desired that jus- 
tice be done in the trial, and that they 
thought Jester should be brought to Mexico 
for this purpose. Mr. Melson said that the 
report that Gov. Barnes advised him to 
bring the prisoner to Mexico upon the con- 
sideration that the haWeas corpus case 
should be tried here is without foundation. 
The Sheriff says that the Governor had 
nothing to do with his’ securing the 
prisoner.

Adulteration ard the substitution of 
cheaper matcrials than those called for by 
the label] are not confined to food products. 
Other articles of everyday home use are fre- 
quently bought and.sold under misrepresen- 
tation. Until these practices are prevented 
by sufficient and well administered laws, 
the only protection for the people fs in care- 
ful discrimination and the buying of only 
the brands of reputable manufacturers, 
brands that have been On the market so 
long that their qualities are well known. 
The housekeeper, for example, in select- 
ing her soap, should not buy a soap that is 
sold to her simply as “Castile,”’ because 
she has no means of knowing the manufac- 
turers; whether it is imported or of domes- 
tic make; or whether it is what it is rep- 
resented to be, or not. Pure ‘‘Castile’’ soap 
was formerly of uriform good quality, im- 
ported from Spain or other \Mediterranean 
countries, and was manufactured of pure 
olive oil. But now much of that sold under 
that name is made of very poor materials, 
and is adniterated, and may have been 
manufactured in this country or elsewhere. 
It is better to buy a soap, tike the Ivory, 
that has been on the market for a great 
many years, and known to be made of the 
best materials and perfectly pure. It is as 
good as the best castile ever was, and is far 
superior to nine-tenths of the stuff that is 
sold at the present time under that name. 
The statement of the manufacturer with 
reference to an article that has been adver- 
tised and sold for years may be generally 
accepted as correct. The strong light of 
public criticism is turned on euch brands, 
and if fraudulent, they are bound to be 
found out before many years. If you will 
think of the number of soaps that have been 
advertised and represented to be “just as 
good as the Ivory,’’ and have dropped out 
of sight in a short time, you have an ex- 
ample of how almost unconsciovely the pub- 
lic determine with experience what is good 
and what is poor, then rejects the poor 
and retains the gocd.

He has published several 
works. He was elected bishop in 1888 and 
presided at Rock River Conference in 1889.

He was in attendance upon 
Gen. Grant during his last illness and 
preached his funeral sermon. He also of- 
ficiated at the funeral of Gen. John A.

‘UNDER AUSPICES OF TAMMANY. 


BROOKLYN HEROES CELEBRATE 
AT A JERSEY PICNIC. 


More Flags, More Noise, More Fire- 
works and More Excursions in the 
Great Metropolis Than on Any 
Previous Independence Day, 


NEW YORK, July 4.—The Fourth of July 
was celebrated here under glorious weather. 
conditions, with much noise, merrymaking, 
a profusion of flags and excursions and 
sports of all kinds. It was stated that 
there were more fireworks sold and more 
excursion boats running than on any pre- 
vious Independence Day, and therefore the 


Police and Fire Departments expected to 
have more than their usual troubles. 
Tammany Hall celebrated with formal 
exercises in the Wigwam. Joseph J. Wil- 
lett, president of the Alabama Bar Asso- 
clation, who made the oration of the day, 


spoke as follows: 

Mr. Willits paid a significant tribute to 
Judge Van Wyck, a possible Presidential 
candidate, in that part of his speech refer- 
ring to trusts.

“‘Another issue, however, has arisen, the 
direct offspring of the tariff, which is now 
absorbing the attention of the country. It 
is that of the trusts. Attention was first 
directed to it early last spring by Judge 
Augustus Van Wyck in his great speech be- 
fore the New York Democratic Club. The 
Southern people are great admirers of 
Judge Van 'Wyek, and claim him as one of 
them. They admire his great ability, his 
sterling Democracy, and his innate gentility. 
They particularly admire the gallant race 
he made for Governor last November; when 
he came within 18,000 votes of overéomin 
an adverse majority of 260,000, and woul 
have completely done so but for the-military 
hurrah his opponent aroused which swept 
sO Many young men off their feet and out 
of their heads. 

“If it be said that anti-trust laws violate 
the right to contract, we reply that there 
are many Jaws which violate such right, 
such as the law against usury, gaming, do- 
ing business on Sunday, etc., and the wie- 
dom of these laws has never been guc- 
cessfully assailed. No man or corporation 
has the inherent Nght to make contracts in 
violation of = policy or contrary to the 
interests of humanity, and the right to leg- 
islate against monopolies is as old as the 
history of jurisprudence. This right.was 
known to the Roman and Grecian peoples 
2000 years ago, and to our English, French 
and German ancestors hundreds of years 
ago. -But it is said the trusts benefit hu- 
manity by reducing the price to the con- 
sumer of the article manufactured. Recent 
experience in the formation of trusts prove 
this not true, but the reverse is. 

“This fear of monopolies on the part of 
the American people is no idle fear. No 
man of sense wishes to return to the day 
of the shoemaker with his awl, his pegs 
and his last forya supply of shoes, and 
yet there are thousands of good’ citizens 
who would view with alarm the sight of 
one trust controlling the output of every 
shoe factory in the United States. No sen- 
sible man wishes to go back to the days 
of the old and cumbersome stage coach 
as a means of transportation, and vet 
there are several millions of voters and 
good citizens, too, who would protest vehe- 
mently against one trust controlling every 
mile of railroad in our country. There is a 
conservative middle ground between lack 
of progress on the one hand, and gigantic 
monopolies on the other, and we plant our- 
selves upon this solid ground, 

“What has become of that vast number 
of tradesmen in our cities, who a genera- 
tion ago owned their own shops—men of 
moderate, independent means who did busi- 
ness for themselyes? They have either had 
to quit business or have taken efiployment 
in the big ggores where all individuality is 
destroyed and servility is expected. What 
will become of these thousands of men 
and women who are being thrown out of 
émployment by the formation of these gi- 
gantic trusts? It is no consolation for 
them to know, if it were true, which is not, 
that a certain article is being manufac- 
tured and sold cheaper than ever before. 
Mankind to live must work, and must 
have an opportunity to work. It is said 
the accumulations for the last 6000 years 
woos not sustain the world in idleness for 
tnree., 

“Each generation has its own problem to 
solve. Shall we solve this question of 
trusts, or shall, we transmit it ot our chil- 
dren as an insdluble questiOn to be dealt 
with by them? However fortunate we may 
be situated. what future can we promise our 
children who must necessarily become the 
employes of trusts where advancement 
must depend upon servility, which is the 
very antithesis of manhood and individual- 


y’ 

‘Fellow citizens, there are other questions 
which will engage our attention, and one 
is the right to raise large armies to subdue 
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colonies, govern them without their consent 
and inject our civilizatioa and Christianity 
into the natives by ball and bayonet. If 
we must do these things, let us at least not 


be hypocrites and not profane our holy re- 


ligion by professing to do these things in 


(its name. It will not do for us to inveigh 


against trusts. which is nothing but in- 
dustrial imperialism, and not condemn co- 
lonial imperialism. They are both founded 
upon the same principle, which Democrats 
must ever condemn, that is, the right of 
the strong to crush the weak. While we 
all take a just pride in the strength of our 
government and its feats of arms by land 
and sea, we must remember, “O, it is ex- 
cellent to have a giant’s streneth, but it is 
tvrannous to use it like a giant.”

He says the fear of the Merchants’ League 
Club that its partisan celebration at Lemp’s 
Park would be excelled by that of the 
Nation's Birthday Association at the Fair 
Grounds, induced it to represent to Gen. 
Smith and Gen. Wheeler that the latter 
celebration, while ostensibly non-partisan, 
would really be a Democratie affair. He 
ne seat upon this misrepresentation 

1ey decided to cancel their engageme 
come to St. Louis. ee 

Gen. Sloan says that when he left Wash- 
ington last Thursday morning he carried 
with him the unconditional promise of Gen. 
Smith to come to St. Louis and the assur- 
ance of Gen. Wheeler that he, too, would 
come if his plans to go to Manila would 
not be interfered with in any manner. He 
is certain, he says, that both intended to 
come up to that time. 

He declares, however, that as soon as it 
Was announced in the St. Louis papers that 
he had been successful in securing two dis- 
tinguished speakers for the Fair Grounds 
celebration telegrams poured into Washing- 
ton from members of the Merchants’ 
League Club, assuring the Administration 
that {t would tncur the displeasure of St. 
Louis Republicans if it allowed Smith and 
Wheeler to come here and participate in a 
rival celebration. He thinks, also, that 
rominent St. Louis Republicans tn Wash- 
ngton called on President McKinley and 
urged him tv request Wheeler and Smith 
to recall their acceptance of the St. Lovyis 
invitation. 

These protests “bluffed’’ the Administra- 
tion, he says, and won a victory for the 
Merchants’ League Chub at the expense of 
the disappointment of thovsands of St. 
Ioutsans, who had expected to hear Smith 
and Wheeler. . 

Gen. Sloan did not know that the two 
Cistinguished orators had declined te come 
to St. Loulg until he returned home Tues. 
day morning from an outing in the moun- 
tains of Virginia. 

“TI was astonished when informed that 
Smith and Wheeler had recalled their ac- 
ceptance of an invitation to come to St. 
Louis,” said he. ‘“They assured me in the 
utmost good faith, while I was in Wash- 
ington, that they would come. Gen. Whee!- 
er made his promise conditiona] upon his 
leaving for Manila hefore the Fourth. But 
as he is yet in this country and spoke in 
Omaha Monday, his promise is practically 
unconditional. The only reason why they 
did not come was that a mighty political 
pesesute was used against a visit to St. 
souls, and the Administration was s0 bad- 
ly frightened by it that it was decided to 
call the St. Louis visit off. 

“It is useless to mince words over this 
aifair. The Merchants’ League Club ts re- 
sponsible for the failure of Smith and 
Wheeler to come to St. Louis, and the 
public should know it. It is giving a rival 
celebration and fearing that its affair at 
Lemp’s Park would be dwarfed into insig- 
nificance by the Fair Grounds celebration 
it resorted to misrepresentation to interfere 
with our plans. Its members assured the 
Administration in person and by telegrams 
that our celebration, while advertised as 
& non-partisan affair, would really be Den- 
ocratic, and that the. Republicans of St. 
Louis would consider {t an insult if Smith 
and Wheeler were permitted to honor the 
celebration with their presence. This was 
absolutely untrue, but it worked. 

“The Nation’s Birthday Association is 
strictly non-partisan, and its president is a 
strong Republican, Our celebration was 
for all the people, and St. Louis should 
not forget the blow the Administration, 
through the Merchants’ League Club, has 
dealt it.’’

THEY THINK IT WAS SUICIDE. 


Investigation Being Made Because of 
Dr. C. H. Hughes’ Letter Suggest- 
ing Possibility of Murder. 


The .Police and Detective Departmente 
are making an investigation into the death 
of the late Editor Joseph B. McCullagh, 
on the strength of the letter written to 
Chief of Police Campbell, Monday, by Dr. 
Charlies H. Hughes, 

The police unhesitatingly announce that 
they do not take much etock in the the- 
ory that the editor may have been mur- 


dered, and say that all of the indications 
are that he took his own life. However, 
Dr. Hughes’ letter has been taken up, and 
Detectives James Tracy and Al Guion have 


mond to muke a full and thorough Iinvesti- 
gation, 
it was 4 0’clock Monday when Dr. Hughes 
letter was recefved at the Four Courts. 
Chief of Police Campbell read it and ex- 
pressed surprise that Dr. D' 
have waited so long after Editor McCul- 
lagh’s death to furnish the police depart- 
ment with information tending to show that 
a crime had been committed. Chief Camp- 
bell summoned hijs chief lieutenant, Wiliam 
Desmond, and gave him Dr. Hughes’ letter 
with instructions to investigate it fully. 

The letter written by Dr. Mughes, the 
neurologist, was printed in full in Monday s 
Post-Dispatch. n it the doctor said that 
there were circumstances attending Mr. Mc- 
Cullagh's death that pointed as strongly to 
murder as to elther suicide or accident. The 
Strange death was recadled by Dr. Hughes, 
and he furnished Chief Campbell all of the 
facts he could recall. < 

“It is now more than two years,” said 
Chief of Detectives Desmond, “‘since Mr. 
McCullagh died or was killed. In this time 
20 much has occurred and so much may 
have been forgotten that it will be much 
more difficult to get at the exact facts than 
if the murder theory had been advanced at 
the time, and we could have gone imme- 
diately to work on the case. 

“Personally I can see no good grounds 
now on which to base a murder theory. But 
as Dr. Hughes thinks there is a possibility 
that a crime has been committed we will 
investigate it fully. I have assigned Tracy 
and Guion to the case, but they have made 
only a partial report, and I have no definite 
news that has been unpublished. 

‘It would be hard to conceive how Mr. 
Cullagh could have been murdered in view 
of the facts that are known to exist. In 
the first place Mr. MoCullagh was sick 
and had »*n confined to his room for 
several months prior to his death. He was 
attended by someone nearly @ll the time. 
No one could have entered the editor's 
eleepin room without being detected. 
There is no evidence that anyone was in 
the room. Then again there is no evidence 
that any struggle took place. Mr. Mc- 
Cullagh was a heavy man, and if anyone 
had entered the room it would have re- 
quired a at zie to overpower him so that 
he could be lifted bodily and hurled from 
the window. This woukd have created such 
@ noise that some other member of the 
family would have heard it. There is no

be parties in it, proves that the proposed 
organization is to be formed on first-class 
business principles and to receive the sup- 
port of some of the best-known baseball 
men in America. 


But the success of the whole scheme 
hinges on the attitude taken by Andrew 
Freedman, who is at present the nominal 
sole owner of the New York National 
League team. Freedman, it is said, is not 
only friendly with the promoters of the 
new deal, but he has indirectly given them 
the necessary encouragement on which 
they are basing their hopes of success. 
Freedman holds by right of 1@ years’ lease 
the two available grounds suitable for base- 
ball punposes in the city of New York. 
These two ball parks adjoin each other. 
One is the 'Manhettan field and the other 
is the famous polo grounds on which the 
league games are now played. A ten-foot 
aliey or passageway divides these two plots 
of ground, and James J. Coogan, who is 
at present a power in Tammany Hall, owns 
both, Coogan is hand in glove with Freed- 
man. Freedman has been sore at his fel- 
low magnates in the National League ever 
since he was forced to pay $1000 fine for the 
forfeiture of a game to Baltimore last fall. 
He dislikes Hart of ‘Chicago, and hates 
Brush of Cincinnati. He believes the hand 
of every league magnate is turned against 
him, and he has openly announced his in- 
tentions of squaring accounts with his ene- 
mies in the West. On the other hand, Hart 
and Brush have made no secret of their 
intentions to make things unpleasant for 
Freedman, They have claimed frum the first 
the present owner of the New York club is 
nothing more or less than a baseball wreck- 
er and deserving of scant courtesy from his 
business associates. In their eagerness to 
punish Freedman and blot out Freedman- 
ism, Hart, Brush and Rob:son, who are at 
present the controlling powers in baseball 
politics, have made it a point to ve New 
York the very worst of a raw deal, 


To their undisguised surprise, Freedman 
and his financial backer, Richard Croker, 
have simply laid low and made no effort 
to retaliate. 

Freedman made no effffort to 
strengthen his team, and, for reasons 
best known to himself, has even weakened 
the playing power -of the once famous 


has 


‘organization known as the Gotham Giants. 


Lulled into security by the seemirg in- 
difference of Freedman, ®rush and art 
have figured on Freedman retiring from the 
game in disgust, but, judging from the de- 
velopments of the last six days, Freedman 
has been playing a game of his own and 
secretly promoting a scheme to over- 
throw the all-predomtinating power of the 
National League and to shatter at a single 
blow the far-reaching effects of the so- 
called National agreement. In a word 
Freedman figures on holding- his place and 
his vote in the National League council 
and at. the same tfme be-the head and 
front of a rival organization, the said rival 
organization to be given entry into the 
Metropolitan district and to play tts games 
on Manhattan Field. 

The Western League magnates are in all 

rebability interested in this latest base- 
Pall scheme. Ban Johnson, the president of 
that organization returned from an east- 
ern trip at a late hour last night 
and met Loftus of Columbus, Co- 
miskey of St. Paul, and Kil- 
lilea of Milwaukee, at the Great Northern, 
where they went into executive session. It 
is said that they are in sympathy with the 
movement to organize a new league and 
that they will join hands with the promot- 
ers of it. 


The St. Louis end of the proposed new 
organization is as solid as a rock. The 
men back of the enterprise have capital 
and brains behind them and all sorte of 
baseball experience. They have already 
a lease on the ‘best located baseball 
grounds in’ America, and when.the time 
comes they will have their park equipped 
as finely as any in the business,
